REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Since our last annual report we have employed twenty-one 
different teachers with three terms of schools. Whole number of 
weeks, twenty-nine in each district, except No. 7, which is still 
in session. 

We believe fair progress has been made. Our aim has 
been to secure teachers of experience and good character, and 
we believe that the teachers, as a whole, have endeavored to 
do their duties faithfully and impartially. The best results 
have been with the experienced teachers. 

We would heartily recommend our young teachers to at- 
tend the Normal Schoolat Plymouth; at least take advantage 
of the summer school. All the expense being car fare and 
board. 

The examination of ‘teachers is a new feature introduced 
during the past year, and we believe no teacher should be em- 
ployed without passing the examination. New Histories and 
Physiologies have been introduced with good results. 

Our schools can only be successful by the hearty codpera- 
tion of the parents, teachers and school board. Encourage 
the teachers and scholars by frequent visits and words of com- 
mendation. 

We have tried to awaken an interest in our schools by a 
reading contest and we believe it was a success, and would ad- 
vise something similar in the future.
